What is the best way to go about the pur- 
chase of anew machine? This question is often 
addressed to me, both privately and pro- 
fessionally. In my opinion, the best way 
of all is, first to decide in your own mind 
exactly the sort of article you require andthe 

rice to which you are prep: to go, and, 

aving done 80, to resort to some maker 
of good repute, and commission him to build 
in accordance with those conditions. Of 
course, zou must not be too exacting or 
expect get a first machine, 
pneumatics and all, onthe cheap. Endeavour 
to be as fair to the maker as to yourself, and 
if he be of the right sort you may depend 
upon getting good money’s worth.
